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y, | THE ADVANCE IN SPIRITS OF TUR. 


PENTINE. 


The recent upward movement in 
spirits of turpentine is attributed to 
two causes by those best informed. 
The first and more potent, is the spec- 
ulative movement in London, which 
was originated and is being engineered 
by a clique of operators who are work- 
ing on the supposition that the supply 
in English markets will be shortly ex- 
hausted and that they will then have 
an opportunity of dictating terms to 
consumers. The second cause assigned 
for the advance is the increased con- 
sumption all over the world. A writer 
in the Wilmington Star has advanced 
a third reason which he puts as fol- 





lows: 


The receipts of spirits turpentine for August, 


1881, amounted to 12,166 casks, and for August, 
1882, to 12,157 casks. 

The receipts of crude turpentine for August, 
1881, footed up 10,000 barrels, and for August, 
1882, 8,300 barrels. 

The receipts of spirits turpentine for Septem- 
ber, 1881, amounted to 8,592 casks, and for Sep- 
tember, 1882, to 5,956 casks. 

The receipts of crude turpentine for Septem- 
ber, 1881, footed up 7,000 barrels, and fur Sep- 
tember, 1882, footed up 4,000 barrels. 

Here we find that August, 1881 and 1882, run 
abouteven in the receipts of spirits for the 
month. Prices :anged in 1881 from 38c to 48c; 
in 1882 the range was 40c. to 43c. September 
closed weak--and we find for this month spirits 
short, as compared with September, 1881, say 
2,600 casks. Prices ranged in 1881 from 48c. to 
51\%c.; this year from 39}<c. to 44e. If we look 
farther we shall find when September ended that 
for August and September we were short in 
crude receipts over 5,000 barrels crude. This 
would represent, to be liberal. 600 casks spirits, 
Still this would show fully 2,000 casks spirits 
short for September alone. As far as we have 
run into October we are short, say 300 casks— 
and if we keep on October will fully equal Sep- 
tember in the loss of receipts. People, of course, 
are wondering at this and asking why it is. Here 
may be found a reason in part--dipping is sel- 
dom heavy in September. The price now for 
crude as compared with last year is fully $1 less. 
Hence, if the turpentine has been made, most 
of the makersare holding for better prices of 
crude. Theircrops have heen unusually good 
and the turpentinu werkers think they can afford 
to let the trees rest and not work boxes until 
late, making the last dipping and scooping at one 
time. Avgain--andthisis an important factor— 
this is ‘“‘big election” year,and the rule has been, 
work as little as possible; in fact since all our 
iabor is deeply interested in politics they ‘are all 
county-savers, and very many will not work. 
Elections are a disturbing element among an 
agricultural people. The summing up is, has the 
usual crop of turpentine been made? Reports 
and men well advised say it has not, and that 
outside of “scrape” the gathering will show 
largely short. Be that as it may, the figures 
show September short in spirits heavily. There 
is strong probability that October will be of the 

same order, and it does look now, that, do its 
best, spirits will be distanced here this year. 

Let them that are spiritually turpentine mind- 
ed digest this. A word to the wise is sufficient. 


The remarks above quoted so far as 
they may apply to markets in the 
writer’s particular section may be all 
right, but they are not applicable to 
the general trade. The shortage which 
he makes in the receipts he attributes 
to light dippingsin September. This 
is well enough so far as it goes. But 
he makes no mention of the fact that 
this shortage was more than offset by 
receipts during the preceding months, 
as statistics will show. We find that 
from April ist to October ist the re- 
ceipts have been 196,651 barrels spirits, 
against 152,336 barrels for the corres- 
ponding period last year, an increase 
of about 22 1 2 per cent. so far this sea- 
son. The receipts for October it is 
true have fallen below the average of 
the preceding months for the reason 
that bad weather in the South and the 
fact that planters have been busy with 
cotton picking have put a check upon 
turpentine production for the present. 
The insinuation the writer makes, 
however, concerning the probable 
withholding of supplies by producers 
is, we may say, without foundation in 
fact. The question of election influ- 
ences can have very little bearing 
upon the course of the market and is 
therefore not to be considered. The 
key to the position will be found in 
the increased shipments to the other 
side, and when this is understood the 
cause of the upward movement will be 
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made clear.

Its own interest in the matter 
is confined, we believe, to securing the 
directory of the roads involved,so that 
it may be secure in its exclusive privi- 
leges as a shipper of freight. We have 
recently pointed out the connection 
between the Standard and the Louis- 
ville & Nashville road, and its hold 
upon that line is by no means excep- 
tional, though it is more generally un- 
derstood than its relation to some oth- 
er lines. It is evident that public 
sentiment has begun to have its effect 
even upon railway managers, and the 
Standard finds difficulty in securing 
the unrighteous railway privileges to 
which it owes its very existence,except 
through stronger influences than the 
mere corrupting of one or two officials. 
This does not thwart the Standard, how, 
ever, as it finds that buying into the 
directory of a railway company, even 
to the extent of an absolute majority 
of the Board, if need be, is a profitable 
method of competition in the oil busi- 
ness. By this means it is able to fix 
the rates of freight which it shall pay 
and the rates of freight which all its 
competitors shall pay. The public 
already knows the discrepancy be- 
tween those rates, and how effectually 
they are made to foster the monopoly 
of the Standard. The Standard has 
no other use for railroad stock than 
the securing of its grip upon the Board 
of Directors, and the minority stock- 
holders in the Richmondeand Danville 
Company have occasion to view with

ANILINES AND NATURAL DYES, 


It is interesting to note the changes 
which are taking place in dyestuffs, 
though it does not vary materially 
from that which is going on in all de- 
partments of business and industry. 
We allude more particularly to the 
diminished and diminishing consump- 
tion of natural dyestuffs, like madder 
and cochineal. The former is displaced 
by artificial products and the exten- 
sive areas which were once devoted to 
the cultivation of madder, especially 
in France, have been largely convert- 
ed to the growth of other products. 
The same with cochineal, which 
though largely imported and used as 
a dye, is most extensively consumed by 
color makers. Discouraged by the low 
prices which this ancient and beauti- 
ful coloring material have latterly 
borne in market, we hear that the 
large fields which were formerly devot- 
ed to the feeding of this insect in Cen- 
tral America have latterly been aban- 
doned or used for agricultural pur- 
poses. With indigo the case seems to 
be different, though scientists have 
been able to produce synthetically an 
artificial coloring matter chemically 
identical with that of the indigo plant, 
yet it cannot be produced so as to 
compete with the natural product asa 
source of color, or for the purpose of 
dyeing. Substitutes which have been 
devised too, have failed to displace 
this useful natural product, It is still 
relied upon for all good and substan- 
tial work, and the imports and con- 
sumption are every year increasing. 
The use of this color will, of course, 
be tosome extent controlled by the 
style and fashion of fabrics which in 
any given year may prevail and yet 
the general tendency is growth and 
increase both in consumption and im- 
ports. For instance, last year’s imports 
to this port of indigo from all sources 
was 4,562 packages, against 7,780 pack- 
ages in 1882, up to the first of Septem- 
ber. This practically includes the 
whole year’s imports, and although 
exceptionally large it does not greatly 
exaggerate the general growth. Last 
season about 2,000 packages were esti- 
mated to have been carried over to 
this year. It is estimated that the

COTTONSEED OIL. 


Our late advices from the South are 
to the effect that the principal markets 


there ,have quieted down somewhat 
since the mills have all started crush- 
ing. Crude is being delivered at New 
Orleans at an average of about 45c on 
the wharf there, and many of the 
interior mills have sold quite largely 
at 48@45c f. o. b. at the mills. The 
wills have seldom if ever done better 
with their first thousand or fifteen- 
hundred barrels than this year. Prices 
‘were higher at a corresponding date 
last year, but there was not so much 
oil made or sold up to that time. The 
refiners have sold some of their product 
on contract at 57@60c, but the high 
prices now quoted are mainly from 
second hands, and the margin to re- 
finers is not so large as the current 
figures would seem to indicate. Refiners 
now appear to regard 42c ex-mill as the 
full limit they can bid for crude on the 
basis of what buyers are now willing 
to pay for refined. The‘high price of 
many of the competing oils and the 
large demand for cottonseed oil for 
culinary purposes has helped the mar- 
ket materially this year, but with the 
full crop that is expected there would 
seem to be little prospect of the demand 
being sufficient to keep the market up 
to the present basis. Indeed the of- 
ferings for future deliveries are enough 
under the current quotations to in- 
dicate that a lower range will soon en- 
sue. Still we believe the new channels 
of consumption will be felt throughout 
the season and that the increase in the 
number of refineries during the past 
year will be shown to have extended 
the domestic consumption of the pro- 
duct to a degree that will render us in- 
dependent of the export demand. A 
great deal of energy and enterprise 
has been attracted to the refining busi- 
ness during the past two years, es- 
pecially at the West when there was a 
great opening, and the outlook 
for the oil which is being manu- 
factured for the new markets 
at the West, is certainly very 
promising. The sale of winter oils for 
miners’ use is growing constantly and 
we hear that a new refinery is talked 
of at New Orleans, which will have for 
its specialty this grade of oils. The 
new railroad connections between that 
city and he West are thought to make 
it a very favorable location for this 
business. St. Louis, Memphis, Louis- 
ville and Vicksburg are already push- 
ing their refined products into various 
new channels, so that in spite of the 
excessive growth of the crushing in- 
terest during the past few years, it 
would appear that the refiners have 
created outlets which render the enor-

Naphtha Process for Cottonseed Oil. 


Montcomery, Ata., Oct. 12, 1882. 
Editor O11, Paint AND DruG REPORTER: 

In the October 4th issue of the RerorTER, you 
copy from the Planters Journal, an article writ- 
ten by Mr. R. Johnson, on the ‘‘Naphtha Process 
of Extracting Cottonseed Oil,” In a note at 
foot of the article you use this language, viz: 
“While it will accomplish the complete recovery 
of the oil, its general adoption has not been 
found practicable by reason of the prejudice 
which exists against meal entirely destitute of 
oil. Traces of naphtha which are likely to remain 
in the oilare of no serious consequence in the 
case of linseed oil, but would be highly detri- 
mental to cottonseed oil for most purposes to 
which it is applied.’”’ I would be very greatly 
obliged if you would mention some of the “‘pur- 
poses to which cottonseed oil is applied in which 
the traces of naphtha would be detrimental.” 
And also state in what instances the “entire 
absence of oil is injurious.” 

I ask these questions because I am interested 
in the matter as to the best and most profitable 
way of manufacturing cottonseed oil.

There is considerable activity just at this time 
in Forest County around the Shannon well on 
the Cooper tract, and at the near Balltown wells.

The Clark & Foster well in the Sheffield district 
bids fairto make one of the best wells in the 
section. Its reported failure was owing to the 
mistaking a red sand rock for the oil bearing 
stratum, which was struck later. The well is 
considered good for fifty barrels, which causes 
Sheffield territory to stand fair in the market. 


Oil City despatches on the 12th announced that 
a careful canvass of the Cherry Grove field 
showed that of the 347 wells 124 were stopped. 
The total production is 6,674. The recent in- 
crease in its production by pumping has already 
been lost and the decline is becoming more 
rapid.

The torpedo agent ar- 
rived and was getting ready to do his work when 
the well nearest the one he was employed at be- 
gan flowing. Soon after, and before the torpedo 
was lowered, a line was run to see if the fluid 
was still there, when it was discovered that the 
oil had again disappeared, leaving less than a hun- 
dred feet in the hole. The neighboring well had 
drawn the oil out. In fact, the owner of the 
well had been buying oi! from his neighbor for 
tamping, and the neighbor’s well had been steal- 
ing it out of the holeagein. This is the story as 
told by the torpedo ‘ shooter,’’ and he would 
swear to its truthfulness on a stack of nitro- 
glycerine cans. It is really not much more 
wonderful than that the shooting of a well 
affects all others near it, even to filling them 
with sand, as is the daily occurrence , in the 
Cherry Grove district.

Before the Tariff Commission. 


Mr. S. J. Bache of Semon, Bache & Co., on be- 
half of the importers of glass, presented the fol- 
lowing argument to the Tariff Commission at its 
session in this city: 

We appear before your Honorable Lody as a 
Committee of the Importers of Window Glass, 
with the intention of showing the unfairness of 
the present tariff, in levying a duty of 100 per 
cent. on an article like common window glass; 
as necessary to human life and comfort as even 
food or clothing. Look where we may we see 
its indispensable necessity, whether it be palace 
or hovel, barn or stable. By reference to official 
statistics, we find that for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, the value of the importations of window

taking, however, the actual importations of one 
of our importing houses, during the year 1881, 
the figures show that an average duty of 95% 
was paid, while another importing house show

The question will naturally arise why should 
so necessary an article be forced to pay so ex- 
cessive a taxation as to more than double its 
original cost when it becomes actually used; high 
price for window glass means high rents for the 
people whose very light and sunshine is thus 
taxed to excess. , 

It can certainly not be for the purpose of pro- 
tecting an industry in its infancy, nay, window 
glass has been manufactured in this country for 
a century past or almost so, and the census of 
1880 show us that there are employed in its 
manufacture inthis country some 3,800 people, 
every one of whom will continue to be thus em- 
ployed should the rate of duty be reduced. It 
can, therefore, certainly not be for the protection 
of these employees. 

What then can be the object of continuing the 
present excessive rate of duty, certainly not to 
make the people of the United States pay a sub- 
sidy to a few domestic manufacturers who have 
for a number of years been deriving the benefit 
of so enormous a protection. 

At the present time the duty is regulated by 
measurement and levied by weight which weight 
is ascertaiued by the weighing of a few

boxes only of an entire shipment generally con- 
sisting of thousands of boxes. The weight of 
these few boxes is accepted as the average 
weight of entire shipments and duty assessed 
accordingly; this mode was adopted as the only 
practicable one as it would be almost an impossi- 
bility to uupack each and every box for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the exact weight of its con- 
tents, which could net be done without the em- 
ployment of an extraordinary large force of of- 
ficials pesides immense storage and working 
rooms to say nothing of the considerable damage 
such handling would entail. 

To obviate this excessive taxation and at the 
same time to arrive ata simple and economical 
mode of levying duty, we beg to suggest that the 
specific duty be abolished. and a rate ad valorem 
be established at 35 per cent. 

Under the present protective tariff all glass, 
plain, moulded or pressed, pay a duty of 35 per 
cent ad valorem, while all articles of glass, cut, 
engraved, painted, colored and stained. pay 40 
per cent, hence a duty of 35 per cent ad valorem 
on an article of such common necessity should 
be an all-sufficient source of revenue to the gov- 
ernment, while affording ample protection to 
the manufacturer,to say nothing of the additional 
protection afforded them by the enormous cost 
of packing and carrying charges on an article so 
bulky,such a rate would be but just and equitable 
to the people, who,after all, pay the taxes levied, 
no matter in which form it may be done. 


THE DUTY ON CORKS. 


At the meeting of the Commission at Pittsburg 
the first argument heard was in reference to 
the cork manufacturing interests. On behalf of 
this interest Mr. Thomas Armstrong, of the firm 
of Armstrong Bros. & Co., presented a paper 
which had been concurred in by all the cork 
makers of the country. He presented to the 
members some samples of the hand-made corks 
of Spain, where the wood is indigenous. He also 
offered as part of his case the machine-made 
corks of the United States. At the present rate 
of duty all grades of champagne corks can be 
imported at a fair profit to the manufacturers, 
although the American goods, made by our im- 
proved machinery, are much superior in finish. 
We therefore ask that the duty on mannfactured 
corks be changed from 30 per cent. ad valorem 
to $25 per 100 pounds, specific, and bark free. 
This would serve to protect our manufacturers 
who have invested from $2,000,000 to $3,000,000 
in their business. At present they have such a short 
margin of profit that they are scarcely justified 
in keeping their works running. The change 
asked will slightly increase the rate of duty on 
some qualities of corks and reduce it on others, 
Champagne corks, on account of the difficulty in 
getting barks suitable, cannot be made in this 
country to advantage; besides the majority of 
them are used in Europe. At the rate we ask a 
champagne cork will be subject to a duty of 
about one-third of one cent, while the wine sells 
at $1 25 per bottle wholesale, and would there- 
fore not effect the price to the consumer. On 
other grades of wines ranging from 50 cents to 
$150 per bottle the duty on the corks will 
amount to from one-eighth to one-tenth of one 
cent, which cannot effect the price either to the 
consumers or dealers. The American cork is 
superior in finish to that made in any other 
country, but owing to increased cost cannot 
compete with the cheap labor of Spain and other 
portions of Europe. 

In answer to questions Mr. Armstrong stated 
that the establishments engaged In this manufac- 
ture were scattered throughout the country. Not 
so many of them exist as did a few years ago, a 
number having failed. The money invested in 
this trade is over $3,000,000 and the operatives 
number 1,500, the factory represented by the 
speaker having over 500 employees. The paper 
presented had previously been read before the 
Commission by other gentlemen engaged in the 
same line. 


THE DUTY ON SODAS. 
Mr. Hay Walker, speaking for his firm, advo. 
cated the abolishment of duties upon several ar- 
ticles used in the manufacture of soap. He asked 
that the duty on caustic soda, bicarbonate of 
soda and soda ash be stricken out. These duties 
add one-fourth of a cent per pound to the cest of 
all soap made in the United States. There is but 
one manufactory of caustic soda in the country, 
and its proprietors have admitted that it is run 
at a loss. The duty under the present tariff 
amounts to one-quarter of a cent upon all the soap 
made in the United States, and it {s a question 
for you gentlemen and Congress whether this 
tax shall continue upon an article used by every 
man and in every household. 


WHITE LEAD MAKING, 


Following is the statement of the Pittsburg 
corroders: 

The importance of the white lead manufacture 
in the United Slates may be estimated from the 
following statistics of present production:

This industry has grown steadily under protec- 
tion, from a production of 20,000 tons in 1859, 
until the output has now attained proportions 
even beyond the capacity of the country to ab- 
sorb, the result being an excess of supply, with a 
consequent demoralized aud depressed condition 
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of price. Itis apparent to any one conversant 
with the cost of manufacture that the white lead. 
business is now extremely unremunerative, and 
in a condition which demands some measure of 
relief rather than any change of tariff, which 
would cause further demoralization. 

The business of white lead manufacture is 
somewhat peculiar, inasmuch as it requires an 
investment in plant and unfinished stock quite 
equal to the gross annual sales. The investment 
of capital being necessarily so large and the cost 
of establishing reputation of their brands so con- 
siderable, that the manufacturers cannot afford 
to withdraw from the market, even though com- 
pelled, at times, to dispose of their products be- 
low cost of manufacture. 

Referring to the argument for a reduction of 
the duty on white lead made by Mr. O. B, Smith 
who represented the importers before the Tariff 
Commission at New York, we note that the im- 
porters of English white lead claim that they are 
able to obtain a higher price for it than Ameri- 
can lead commands in the same markets. With- 
out conceding any actual superiority in quality 
to the imported article, there still exists suffi- 
cient prejudice in its favor among certain con- 
sumers to enable importers to make sales, as at 
present, at 9 cents per pound, while it only costs 
$7 42 to import, showing a snug profit of $1 58 
per 100 lbs. As the jobbers of American lead,by 
reason of the greater competition on it, are glad 
to be assured a net profit of 25 cents per 100 lbs., 
it would not appear that the importers, who are 
so clamorous for relief, are really suffering any 
great hardships by reason of their small margins, 
if it is true, as they claim, that a reduction in 
price of English lead would result in a large in- 
crease of sales, they could even now try the ex- 
periment Ly foregoing a share of their swollen 
profits. 

We cannot too h'ghly appreciate the thought- 
ful consideration of these self-denying 
importers for the limited number of con- 
sumers of English white lead in this coun- 
try who are so oppressed with the “burden- 
some duties” to which they feelingly refer, but 
when we reflect that the American manufactur- 
eris working on a difference of $130 per 100 
between raw and manufactured lead, while the 
English manufacturer has $2 60 between cost of 
raw and present selling price here of English 
lead, less duty, or just double the opportunity 
for profit, besides a great additional advantage 
in consequence of working cheap labor of wo- 
men and children jn their factories it seems man- 
ifest that Mr. Smith's allusion to the excessive 
profits of the American manufacturer waa not in 
accordance with the facts. It is probable that if 
the importers had been contented to do business 
on our slender margins the importation of 
English white lead would not have been limited 
to about 1000 tons in 1881. That they are not 
sincere in their expressed desire to benefit these 
consumers is demonstrated from the fact that 
the importation of white lead did not materially 
increase in the years when the price here was 
high enough te afford a good margin for it. For 
example, the largest importation ever made in 
any year was 4500 tons, in 1869, when the price 
here was 12 cents, which demonstrated that the 
importers advance with our market, not hesitat- 
ing to realize for themselves the increased profit 
which our advances afford them. 

The benefits resulting from the reduction 
in wholesale price of white lead from 12 
cents, in 1869, to the present ruinously 
low rate of 6344 cents have been brought 
about wholly by the active competition resulting 
from over production of our own manufacturers, 
It is asignificant fact that the demand for re- 
duction of the duty on raw and manufactured 
lead does not come from the consuming interest, 
who are entirely satisfied with the quality and 
price of American lead. We submit that it isa 
reasonable conclusion that it would be very un- 
wise to make any change which would disturb 
the present conditions of either the producing or 
manufacturing lead interest. 

We therefore recommend that no change 
whatever be made in the present tariff on white 
and oxide of lead, or pig lead or lead ore, 








The Standard Makes New Railway 
Grabs. 


A despatch from Raleigh, N. C., dated the 13th 
inst., says: ‘It has been known here for some 
time that the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany were desirous of obtaining control of the 
Richmond and Danville Company, and of all the 
Railways under the gontrol of that corporation. 
Great surprise was expressed last year when it 
was announced that the Richmond and Danville 
Company had secured a majority of the stock 
of the North Carolina Midland Company, which 
had surveyed and begun to buildaroad from 
Danville to Statesville, N.C. The Midland at 
that time was controlled by the Baltimore and 
Ohio Company. The Richmond and Danville 
Company have many lines under lease, and have 
purchased others, and are bound for large sums 
of money annually, by way of rentals and for 
constructioa purposes. The Georgia Pacific is 
also a part of the system, and this road must be 
completed from Atlanta to Texarkana in order 
to make a success of the Richmond and Danville 
Company asa great through trunk line. It is 
given out here by persons who know that more 
money was needed for these purposes than the 
present syndicate who hold a majority of the 
Richmond and Danville stock could raise; that 
the Standard Oil Company of Pennsylvania, re- 
presented here to have $75,000,000 of ready cap- 
ital, have bought a controlling interest in the 
Richmond and Danville Company, and that thig 
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oil company really represents the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company. It is also asserted that 
it is the intention of the new owners to runthe 
system in the interest of Baltimore, and not do 
as much for Richmond as heretofore. Itis de- 
clared that the Georgia Pacific road is to be 
pushed to a speedy completion, and that com- 
munication is to be made with Chattanooga by 
the completion ofthe Western North Carolina 
Road to Ducktown and Chattanooga. 

It is further declared that the Chester 
and Lenoir Narrow Guage Railroad, recently 
leased by the Richmond and Danville Company, 
is to be hurried to completion from Lincolnton 
to the Cranberry Iron Works in Mitchell County, 
N. C., where connection is made with a railway 
from East Tennessee. The object of thisis to 
get the transportation of the coal from the Ken- 
tucky mines, and also to put more capital into 
the iron works, the Cranberry one being the 
equal of any in the United States. Another ob- 
ject is to transport the pig iron over the line 
by rail to West Point, Va., and thence by Clyde's 
steamers to Philadelphia, and the Pennsylvania 
Iron and Steel Company at Pittsburg. The ne- 
gotiations of the Standard Oil Company for the 
purchase of a controlling interest in the Rich- 
mond and Danville Company have been in pro- 
gress for more than a month, and it is this man- 
qcuvre that has depressed the stock in the New 
York market. It is understood here that the 
majority of the stock of the West Point Terminal 
Company, which is controlled by the Richmond 
and Danville Company, is also to be swallowed 
up by the oil company.

California Petroleum Interests, 


Not only is the oilbelt of Los Angeles county 
steadily widening, embracing, as it now does, an 
area which was not dreamed of by the first 
prospectors of the San Fernando valley, but the 
late developments in the Pico canon are such as 
to delight those who have watched with interest 
the progress of this important local industry.The 
large outlays in the Pico and adjacent canyons 
of the Messrs. Scofield & Tevis, in the sinking of 
new wells, is being rewarded in very gratifying 
manner. A short time ago a new well, San Fer- 
nando No. 1, began to yield at the rate of one 
hundred barrels a day. We are advised that 
eight of the new wells of the company are in 
equally promising ground and that they are 
quite likely to do as well as San Fernando No. 1- 
Thus far large and reliable as has been the yield 
ofthe wells in the Pico district, it has not been 
sufficient to supply the needs of the Pacific coast. 
The day is not distant when the prodigal yield of 
the Pennsylvania oil wells willcease. Witha 
recklessness that excites wonder, the preduct of 
the already narrowing Pennsylvania oi) district 
is being thrust on the markets of the world with 
no care for the morrow. Soon the present pro- 
lific Bradford district, where wells of extraordai- 
mary productiveness exist, will be added to the 
Venangoand Butler districts, whose yield was 
the marvel of twenty yearsago. The oil territo- 
ry of the East has been thoroughly mapped out, 
and is now quite limited. Notwithstanding this 
fact, the outpour of the wells, through the fren- 
zied competition prevalent there, is so great that 
crude petroleum is to-day selling in the East at 
the rate of fifty-eight cents per barrel. There 
will some day be a great wail at this short-sight- 
ed policy, but it will come too late. It is then 
the oll wells of Los Angeles county will assert 
themselves. Fortunately the cost of transporta- 
tion to this coast is so great that while oil is pro- 
duced at a loss in Pennsylvania, there Is still left 
a reasonable profit to the California producer. 
Though we have had here no such phenomenal 
wells as lately developed on Cherry Creek, in 
Bradford county, Pennsylvania, which have 
yielded at the start as high as eighteen hundred 
barrels a day, those in the Pico district have 
been of a permanent character. The old stan- 
dard wells which have supplied the crude mate- 
rials forthe refinery ef the Messrs. Scofield & 
Tevis, yield as much now as they did five years 
ago. The day is not far distant when Los Ange- 
les petroleum will be one of the most important 
staples of California. Too much recognition can 
not be given tothe enterprising and dauntless 
pluck which has already resulted in placing the 
refined petroleum of this county in nearly every 
household in California, and which will ultimate. | 
ly supply the whole Pacific side of the continent | 
and the islands of the sea with illuminating oils. | 
Not for aday, for years past, has the work 
flagged, and it gives us huge pleasure to chroni- 
cle this latest success.—Los Angeles Herald.

Linimentum Camphore.—Cotton seed oil is far 
superior to olive oil in making this lintment, it 
being a much better solvent of camphor. It has 
not that disagreeable odor so commonly found 
in the liniment. 

Linimentum Chloroformi.—Cotton seed oil being 
very soluble in chloroform, the liniment made 
with it leaves nothing to be desired. 

Linimentum Plumbi Subacetatis.—When liq. 
plumbi subacet. is mixed with cotton seed oil 
and allowed to stand for some time the oil as- 
sumes a reddish color similar to that of freshly- 
made tincture of myrrh. When the liquor is 
mixed with olive oil, if the oi! be pure no such 
change takes place. Noticing this change, it 
occurred to me that this would bea simple and 
easy way to detect cotton seed oil when mixed 
with olive oil. This change usually takes place 
after standing from twelve to twenty-four hours. 
It is easily detected in mixtures containing five 
per cent. or even less of the oil, and I am con- 
vinved, after making numerous experiments 
with different oils, that it is peculiar to cotton 
seed oil._-Am. Jour. of Pharm.

A Borax Speculation. 


Pyramid Lake, says the Reno Gazette, contains 
one quarter of one per cent borax and one per 
cent of carbonate of soda, or one pound of borax 
and four pounds of sodato every 400 pounds of 
water. Dr F. R. Waggonner has had his eye on 
the lake for several months, and at last the ob- 
ject of his frequent visits to its shores has leaked 
out. Dr. Waggonner, it is said, has organized a 
company of capitalists to erect works and carry 
on the manufacture of borax on a very extensive 
scale. The company will be known as the 
‘Pyramid Lake Borax and Desert Land Com- 
pany,” and it is their intention to apply to the 
Secretary of the Interior for the privilege of 
turning the course of the Truckee River into 
Mud Lake, thereby shutting off tne source of 
fresh water supply from Pyramid Lake. There 
is already an open channel from the river, at a 
point one or two miles from the mouth of Mud 
Lake, and about one-third of the water empties 
into the lake now. After the river is turned the 
company proposes to evaporate the waters of 
Pyramid by solar evaporation. They caloulate 
that in ten years the lake will evaporate 300 feet, 
or one inch every twenty-four hours. At the

The Electric Light and ¢ aseous Fuel. 


In his address recently delivered as President 
of the British Association, Dr. C. W. Siemens 
made the following remarks on the electric light 
and gaseous fuel: 

It can no longer be a matter of reasonable 
doubt that electric lighting will take its place 
asa public illuminant, and that even though its 


cost should be found greater than that of gas, - 


it will be preferred for the lighting of drawing- 
rooms and dining-rooms, theaters and concert- 
rooms, museums, churches, warehouses, show- 
rooms, printing establishments and factories, 
and also the cabins and engine-rooms of passen- 
ger steamers. When placed within a holophote, 
the electric lamp has already become a powerful 
auxilliary in effecting military operations both 
by sea and land. The electric light may be work- 
ed by natural sources of power such ‘as 
waterfalls, the tidal wave, or the wind, and it is 
conceivable that these may be utilized at con- 
siderable distances by means of metallic conduc- 
tors. Some five years agolI called attention to 
the vastness of those sources of energy, and the 
facility offered by electrical conduction in ren- 
dering them available for lighting and power 
supply, while Sir William Thompson made this 
important matter the subject of his admirable 
address to Section (A) last year at York, and 
dealt with it inan exhaustive manner. The ad. 
vantages of the electric light and of the distribu- 
tioa of power by electricity have lately been re- 
cognized by the British Government, who have 
just passed a bill through Parliament to facilitate 
the establishment of electrical conductors in

Inthe production of mechanical effect from 
heat, gaseous fuel also presents most striking ad- 
vantages. A good expansive steam engine is 
capable of yielding as mechanical work two- 
gventh part of the heat communicated to the 
boiler, which does not include the heat lost by 
imperfect combustion and that carried away in 
thechimney. Adding to these the losses by fric- 
tion and radiation in the engine, we find that the 
best steam engine yet constructed does not yield 
in mechanical effect more than one-seventh part 
of the heat energy residing in the fuel consumed. 

In the gas engine we have also to make reduc- 
tions from the theoretical efficiency, on account 
of the rather serious loss of heat by absorption 
into the working cylinder, which has to be 
eooled artificially in order to keep its tempera- 
ture down to a point at which lubrication is pos- 
sible; this, together with frictional loss, cannot 
be taken at less than one-half, and reduces the 
factor of efficiency of tbe engine to one-fourth. 
It follows from these considerations that the gas 
orcaloric engine combines the conditions most 
favorable to the attainment of maximum results, 
and it msy reasonably be supposed that the diffi- 
culties stillin the way of their application ona 
large soale will gradually be removed. Before 
many years have elapsed we shall find in our 
fectories and on board our ships, engines with a 
fuel consumption not exceeding 1 pound of coal 
per effective horse-power per hour, in which the 
gas producer takes the place of the somewhat 
complex and dangerous steam boiler. The ad- 
vent of such an engine and of the dynamo ma- 
chine must mark a new era of material progress 
at least equal to that produced by the introduc- 
tion of steam-power in the early part of our 
century.

Plantfor the Manufacture of Iodine,* 


BY ROBERT HARVEY, Assc. M. Inst. C, E. 

In 1877 the author received instructions from 
the proprietor of the Nitrate of Soda Works, 
situated in the district of La {Noria, province of 
Tarapaca, Republic of Peru, known as the ‘Pe- 
Tuana,” to design and erect machinery for the 
manufacture of Iodine from the mother liquor of 
nitrate of soda. The estimated amount to be 
produced wus 2500 lbs monthly. With the as- 
sistance of Mr. Nicasio Jofre, this was effected 
inthe space of one month; but on trial it was 
found not sufficiently extensive to precipitate 
the whole of the iodine conained in the mother 
liquor, part of which, after precipitation, re- 
turned to the nitrate-making machinery, causing 
considerable damage by corrosion to the steam 
pipes and boiling tanks used in the process. 

The above-named works, however, became the 
property of the author and his partner, Mr. J. 
T. North, in August, 1881, when the whole of 
the plant used in the manufacture of the iodine 
was thoroughly revised, improved, and consider- 
ably enlarged, with most satisfactory results, 
the produetion now being 3,500 lbs, of sub limat- 
ed iodine per month. 

The process employed, and the results obtain- 
ed form the subject of this paper. Iodine occurs 
incaliche, or raw nitrate deposit, as iodate of 
Soda I, in quantities varying from mere traces to 
50 per cent.

tort, to which are attached eight earthenware 
receivers, each 3 feet long by 2 feet 6 inches in 
diameter. The last, or end receiver, is stopped 
by a wooden end and clay joint. The joints of 
the receivers are also made of clay. When the 
retort is charged the crude iodine is sublimated 
by a slow fire. After sublimation the retort is 
allowed to cool, the joints ‘of the receivers are 
broken, the receivers taken down and emptied 
and the contents placed in tarred kegs for ex- 
portation. 


The crude iodine, previous to sublimation, con- 
tains: fodine, 80 to 85 per cent; non-volatile mat 
ter, 6 to 10 per cent; the remainder being water. 
The re-agent for the precipitation of iodine is 
the acid sulphite of soda, NaHSOs, formed by 
saturating the aqueous solution of salnatron 
(impure carbonate of soda) NagCO8 with fumes 
of burning sulphur. 


Salnatron is formed by burning coal-dust with 
nitrate of soda, thus 2 NaNO3 plus C equal Na2 
COs plus N203. Its impurities consist of chlor. 
ide and sulphate of soda, earthy matters and 
unburnt coal; the latter are eliminated by dis- 
solving the salnatron in water, and settling. The 
composition of acid sulphite of soda is Na2003 
plus 2 S02 plus H20 equal 2 NaHSO3 plus CO2 
and it contains an excess of sulphuric acid S02. 


The fumes from the burning sulphur are gene- 
rated in a fire-brick oven, and are drawn by an 
ejector from the oven to the drainer, which 
catches the particles of partly-burnt sulphur, and 
from the drain to the cylindrical fume receivers, 
which are charged with salnatron solution, and 
are traversed with perforated pipes for the pas- 
sage of the fumes. The steam forthe ejector is 
taken from a small horizontal boiler at the ex- 
tremity of the building. The building is well 
ventilated, and is made of wood and corrugated 
iron. 

The cost of this plant was 23,000 dollars Chilian 
currency. During the months of October and 
November, 1881, the author exported from Iqui 
que 7,5€0 lbs of sublimated iodine, manufactured 
by this plant. The author wishes to acknowl- 
edge his indebtednets to Mr. J. T. Humberstone, 
of Iquique and Pisagua, for the analysis and 
chemical equivalent.

Prepared Colors and Paints in the 
Railway Paint Shop. 


Mr. J. H. Will, foreman painter in the N. Y. C. 
& H. R. R. R. paint shop at Morrissania read a 
carefully written paper before the Master Car 
Painters’ Convention lately held at Chicago. We 
extract the salient points from the Painters’ 
Magazine, which in the October issue gives the 
paper in full. This subject was assigned to Mr. 
Will, and his treatment of the questions involved 
as coming from a practical painter of long ex- 
perience will be of interest to our readers: 

In common with most painters who have 
served a regular apprenticeship, I have always 
and still entertain prejudices against the mass of 
ready-mixed colors and paints wurned out by 
grinders and manufacturers. When I learned 
my trade we were entirely dependent upon our 
own shop mixtures and to a considerable extent 
for the grinding of our colors and paint. It is 
not to be denied, however, that by the aid of im- 
proved mills run by steam power, manufacturers 
have been able to produce pigments, colors and 
paints far superior to those mixed and ground by 
hand in the shops. I have not wholly overcome 
my prejudices and objections tothem. My ob- 
jections to them are that we cannot with safety 
rely upon their quality, or even the honesty with 
which they are compounded. Manufacturers 
are tempted, driven it may be by competition, 
to mix their ready prepared paints with these 
cheapened imitations. My own objections are 
not based on any considerations of professional 
jealousy. If prepared paints can be furnished to 
us in better condition for use and cheaper than 
we can produce them, I do not apprehend that 
our occupation is belittled or interfered with. 
We shall still have enough of intricacies and 
practical questions to determine, and our techni 












itin the first instance. He has at hand a paint 
mixed after the same formula, and subject to 
the same treatment. He can patch or repaint 
without the risk incident to matching and with- 
out making a m'stake, either in respect to qual- 
ity or tint. 


My second point is that the greatest degree of 


durability in paints may in this way be secured. 
We all know that the permanence of colors in 
secondary, or mixed paints, dep+ nds in the first 
instance on the chemical relations of the colors 
and pigments employed in producing the de- 
sired tint or color. These secondary or mixed 
colors may be produced by various combinations, 
I mean the same tit may be made by different 
mixtures. One rule in mixing is, of course, to 
use the least number of colors posssible, and the 
chemical relations of the ingredients must also 
be kept {n mind. Ihave no doubt ‘in my own 
mind that the quick fading and changing of 
many colors is due to the fact that unfavorable 
effects are produced by the chemical changes 
which take place between colors after they are 
applied. We know for instance that vermilion 
is destroyed by contact with iron or lead in any 
form, whether bythe mill in which it may be 
ground, or any paint with which it may 
be mixed or applied, 
say that we could not in our shops compound 
and mix ina small way just as durable paint as 
any manufacturer, provided we had the same 
choice of materials and colors. Although it is 
impossible that we shall be chemical experts. 
yet if we have at hand the necessary choice of 
material, we ought as painters to know how to 
make a good, perhaps the best and most durable 
combination. But the day of the slab and muller 


I do not mean to 


are gone by, norcan we rely even upon hand- 
mills to grind and mix colors for a large railroad 


or car shop. Is it strange then that with the in- 


creased and increasing number of pigments ia 
use, that we should avail ourselves of the im- 
proved tacilities and expert knowledge available 
in a large concern for the combination and mix- 
ing of our colors and paints? The fact that we 
cannot always rely upon the prepared colors and 
paints which are recommended to our use, dues 
not do away with my argument, for Iam sup- 
posing that the paints shall be mixed and pre- 
pared under the direction of competent experts, 
and that the whole shall be done honestly, and 
with a view to produce the very best results. 
Nor is a competent and reliable manufacturer a 
merely suppositious case, We in our shops use 
the ground colors and prepared paints of a house 
in the city of New York. No secret is made of 
the formulas upon whicn they are mixed. And 
I should not have the slightest Lesitation in rely- 
ing upon their skill and honestly. There are, no 
doubt, houses just as reliable scattered over the 
country whose reliability and interest would 
combine to make their supplies just what are 
needed for goad and economical work. 


This brings me to another of the benefits 
which would result from the use of ready pre- 
pared colors, and that is the question of econ- 
omv. It is our duty as master painters to study 
the interests of ouremployersin this respect. It 
needs no argument to show that,if wecan be 
sure of the quality of paints furnished us, they 
can be produced on a large scale, and with the 
facilities of a large factory, cheaper than we can 
grind and mix them in our shops. I believe that 
the best paint is the most economical. And I 
am supposing thet we ean, through 
manufacturers, secure the very best paints 
through the use of the very best 
material, skillfully and honestly manufactured: 
The physician knows how to mix and compound 
medivines, but he relies upon those who make it 
their special business to do this mixing and com- 
pounding. He gets better prepared medicines 
and extracts, with a saving in expense. Carriage 
painters in both large and small factories, with 
few exceptions, use prepared coach colors, and 
their superiority both in respect to quality and 
economy, are ncw very generally acknowledged. 
Soin many railroad shops the mass of paints 
used are furnished ready prepared. As I have 
said, the fact that these paints are faulty because 
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prepared by those who did not avall themselves 
of the best practical skill, or were dishonest in 
their preparation, has nothing to do with the 
question. If then we can hold any responsible 
party accountable for the quality of the paints 
he shall furnish to the shops, I claim that we are 
in the way of placing responsibility for any bad 
work which comes from the paint shop. As it is 
now, the painter is held acuuntable for bad 
work which may result from the use of poor 
material. And this suggests another of the ben- 
efits of honestly prepared colors—namely. re- 
sponsibility. 

When the painter or manufacturer selects his 
own materials he beeomes responsible for the 
result of bis combinations, and the quality of 
his product. Under the system now generally 
in vogue the painter is called upon to handle and 
combine materials bought by another. A job of 
work is to be done, it may be the painting of a 
depot or the finishing of a lot of passenger 
coaches. A requisition is made for so much 
lead, on the point of oll, colors and other mate- 
rial as are supposed necessary to dothe work, 
and they are selected by one who perhaps knows 
little or nothing of the technical properties, and 
special qualities of the articles required. A 
watchful superior officer ‘discerns that the new 
cars soon become dingy, and infers correctly 
that there is something wrong. He notifies an 
officer in charge and the master mechanic is in- 
structed to inquire into the matter. The master 
Dainter is held accountable; but he insists, and 
rightly, that he did the very best it was possible 
with the material furnished; and it is readily 
seen that the fault may be in the material 
for the quality and working properties of which 
he is not accountable. If further investigation is 
made, it will be found that the responsibility will 
be hustled about from the paint-shop to the 
patnt-supply dealer, and it willin all probability 
be finally left vacillating between the painter 
andthe paint man, and the purchasing agent. 
Very likely , too, the varnish will come in for its 
share of the cursing. Now, if a responsible party 
like a large manufacturer could be held ac- 
countable for the quality of the material as well 
as for the skill and honesty of the making, we 
should, I think, be in‘the way of fixing the re- 
sponsibility for bad work from the paint shop 
where it belongs. We must expect to be held 
responsible for any failure on our part through 
want of skill and ability to do the work we at- 
tempt, nor could we complain if we were held 
responsible for the working qualities of material 
which we selected and approved, but since this 
is out of the question, then I think the accounta- 
bility of a responsible and honest maker of 
ready-prepared ground colors and paints would 
relieve the paint shop from many unjust asper- 
sions, and at the same time seoure to our em- 
ployers uniformity of results and durability of 
work in the paint-shop with the greatest econ- 
omy, and with a fixed responsibility which is 
conduc.ve to the best results in every respect.

Lakes from Tar Colors. 
(Continued from page 737.) 
BLUE COLORS. 


Aniline Blues — Triphenylrosaniline Salte.—As 
already stated, when treating of the violet dahlia 
colors, the substituted rosaniline combinations, 
obtained by the introduction of alcohol radicals 
in rosaniiine, in place of hydrogen, will become 
of a purer blue in proportion to the quality of 
hydrogen atoms of said base displaced in the 
specified manner, especially phenyl. In the 
actual aniline blue the substituting alcohol radi- 
cal is chiefly phenyl (Ci?Hs)), although toluyl 
(C14H7) can be present in its place, which appears 
to effect the same results. The obtained pig- 
ments are pure blue, if the substitution was per- 
fect; if not, they will have a violet shade. The 
composition of the base produced from the ros- 
aniline combinations, in those substitution pro- 
cesses, by the introduction of phenyl, and which 
base, united with acids, furnishes the aniline 
blue, is C40H16 (C12H5)8N8 equal C7éH31N8. Science 
designates this base as triphenylrosaniline; that 
is, as a rosaniline in which three atoms hydrogen 
are substituted bya like quantity of atoms of 
pheny] (C12H5). 

All the salts produced from the mentioned 
basis, and which enter commerce as aniline 
blues, are perfectly analogous in that they are 
not soluble in water. but in alcohol, methylic al- 
cohol, and eoncentrated acetic acid. They are 
also not obtained from these solvents in a crys- 
talline state, and therefore only occur as amor- 
phous, bluish substances, with a copper luster. 
They constitute the so-called alcohol-soluble 
anilize blues, which, for purposes of the color 
manufacturer, are very incommodious, and not 
much used. 

The water-soluble aniline blues arise from the 
former by the influence of sulphuric acid. Blue 
sulpho acids form hereby, triphenylrosaniline 
sulpho acids, or aniline blue sulphuric acids 
which, although having much resemblance to 
indigo sulphuric acid, differs from the latter in 
that they are precipitated by acids from their 
aqueous solution. The mentioned sulpho acids 
and their salts form the water soluble aniline 
blue. The latter, also, in its different varieties, 
does not occur in commerce in crystals, but 
mostly in form of a coarse powder, and also has 
a bluish copper lustre. 

Reliable external signs of recognizing their 
purity are waating in the non-crystalline condi- 
tion of both kinds of aniline blue, and they may 
contain indefinite quantities of soluble indiffer- 

ent substances, the presence of which is not be- 
| trayed by the eppearaace of the pigment. Their 
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value as blues, not,taking into consideration its 
shade, which, as already remarked, may differ 
according to the more or less complete substitu- 
tion of the hydrogen in the rosaniline by phenyl 
—is ascertained best if a small weighed quantity 
be dissolved in water or alcohol, according to 
the quality, and precipitating the pigment upon 
aweighed quantity of a suitable white body 
such as chalk, kaolin, or gypsum, whereby the 
white body is colored deeper and more intense 
in proportion with the purity and percentage of 
the actual pigment of the aniline blue. A chem- 
ical analysis to ascertain the percentage of the 
pigment is too complicated, time consuming and 
costly, and not advisable for practical purposes. 

The aniline blues insoluble in water are far too 
incommodious for the manufacture of blue 
lakes. The water-soluble ones are preferable by 
all means, 


A SOLUBLE LYONESE BLUE (BLEU DE 
LYON), LIGHT BLUE (BLEU LUMIERE). 

It is found in commerce as an indigo blue 
powder, of little copper luster and passibly easy 
of solution in water. Its color, compared to the 
blues to be described at d further on, tinges a 
little more into violet. Its saturated aqueous 
solution, applied by itself to a surface, only as- 
sumes asmall metallic copper luster. It is also 
soluble in alcohol and with still greater facility 
in water. 

It dissolves with a yellow color in strong con- 
centrated mineral acids. These solutions, di- 
luted with water, first assume a green, and upon 
a further dilution reassume their original blue 
color. 

Soda and potash lye convert the aqueous blue 
solution at first into a purer blue which next 
passes into purple, and the fluid finally becomes 
almost entirely colorless. It therefore still 
behaves in this respect like rosaniline salts or 
fuchsine. 

Its aqueous solution is precipitated by an 
aqueous solution of alum, not altogether, how- 
ever, wherefore the mixture is not entirely de- 
colored, and the filtered off fluid remains col- 
ored, 

It behaves like fuchsine toward solid white 
bodies, and especially colors kaolin. 

It barely gives a precipitation with an aqueous 
solution of logwood extract, but a deep blue one 
upon an addition of sulphate of iron; in thin 
layers it appears te be almost black, without as- 
suming a metallic luster upon drying. 

If an aqueous solution of alum is added to the 
mixture of logwood extract and Lyonese blue 
solution the obtained deposit remains violet 
if little Lyonese was used, with a reddish cop- 
per luster when drying; the precipitate becomes 
bluer by increasing the quantity of Lyonese blue; 

“if applied thickly upon paper it is brownish, with 
metallic reflex. 

If little Lyonese blue is added to the solution 
of Pernambuco extract, the precipitate is brown, 
with a tinge into violet, while the fluid escapes 
pale yellow. When increasing the quantity of 
blue the deposit becomes violet, the fluid escap- 
ing yellow. Increasing the quantity still more, 
the deposit becomes violet blue and the fluid es- 
capes blue; alum also gives a still deeper precipi- 
tate from it. 

With fustic extract solution Lyonese blue gives 
an insignificant greenish blue, turquoise-colored 
precipitate. The fluld remaining blue, mixed 
first with alum solution, next with ammonia, 
gives a bullfinch green deposit, after drying, 
black green, when ground, a fiery finch green, 
and very plentiful, when mixed with white 
bodies, 

Lakes of a blue color, with a tinge into violet, 
may be produced from Lyonese green in a simi- 
lar manner as red lakes from fuchsine. 

Aniline blues occur sometimes upon wall- 
papers which appear to have been produced 
from a mixture with Lyonese blue, as they show 
its shades and other properties. 


ALKALI BLUE. NICHOLSON BLUE. 


Blues of very different properties, with regard 
to their solubility, purity and shade, occur by 
this name. The most esteemed are those of a 
pure blue, without any tinge into violet, and ap- 
proaching green. According to later researches 
alkali blue is essentially a soda solution of the 
sulpho acid which, as was remarked 
above, forms by the operation of sulphuric acid 
upon the triphenylrosaniline obtained from ros- 
aniline. The shade of this blue is 
therefore, perhaps, dependent upon a complete- 
ly successful phenylizing of the rosaniline. 
but the solubility of the pigment and its behavior 
toward alkali depend upon the degree in which» 
in the further pursuit of the manufacture, the 
sulphuric acid has operated upon the triphenyl- 
rosaniline; no certainty, however, exists on this 
point. But the alkali blue always occurs in com- 
merce as a more or less copper lustrous powder, 
in assortments bearing different numbers or 














































prepare varnish from linseed oil have been stated 
in the preceding remarks, and the different 
methods of production next remain to be speci- 
fied, and I begin with the common boiling aboye 
free fire and closed hearths.

firing; wood or stene coal make too much smoke, 
The kettle is two-thirds filled with oil, fire is ap- 
plied and when the oil has begun to boil the dry- 
ing agents are gradually added. As soon as they 


other designations by which the same quality 
may always be ordered again. The adaptation 
of these blues can only be established by their 
actual behavior toward such reagents and pre- 
cipitants, employed in the color manufacture, 
and after repeated tests with the different as- 
sortments of the pigment, until the result is satis- 
tactory. The following may serve as guide: 

An alkali blue, manufactured by B.’s aniline 
and soda factory, designated with O. G., showed, 
with reference to its adaptability for the manu- 
facture of blue lakes, the following behavior: 

It dissolved with facility in cold water into a 
dark blue fluid, and was also soluble in alcohol. 

The aqueous solution mixed With strong soda 
lye had become somewhat more violet after 24 
hours, but was not decolored. The present 
alkali blue is by this peculiarity essentially dis- 
tinguished from the Lyonese blue, mentioned 
above, which is entirely decolored under like 
circumstances, 

Diluted by hydrochloric and sulphuric acids 
completely precipitated the alkali blue from its 
aqueous solution. Concentrated sulphuric acid 
dissolved it with a blue color, at fir-t green upon 
the dilution of the solution, next blue. 

Gypsum, baryta, kaolin, were a little colored in 
the aqueous solution, and became colorless 
upon washing. But ifthe alkali blue solution 
was mixed at the same time with one of alum, 
alkali blue of a pure blue color, without any 
tinge into violet, was precipitated upon said 
solid bodies, while the fluid was decolored every 
time. 

An alum solution precipitated the blue almost 
completely from its aqueous solution. 

Solutions of the metallic{ salts: Sulphates of 
lead, iron, copper, &c., precipitated all the blue 
from its aqueous solution, which assumed a 
most admirable copper luster, according to the 
precipitate employed. 

Red chromate of potash ‘precipitated the al- 
kali blue from the aqueous solution similar to 
the preceding salts. But the chromate of pot- 
ash mixed with sulphuric acid ptecipitated the 
blue fluid at once brown, and a black deposit 
formed which appeared groen in thin layers, 
like aniline black, although with a shade tinging 
slightly into brown.

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have been absorbed by the oil, and a develop- 
ment of oxygen does no longer occur, the kettle 
may be filled almost up to the rim and boiling 
continued. * 


A welldrying varnish is so obtained witha 
kettle of about 95 or 110 pounds, in about two 
hours, if the following ingredients are employed: 


1 kilogram (2.205 pounds) miniom, pulverized, 
and 1 keg litharge pulverized; or, 1 keg litharge 
pulverized and 1 kg acetate of lead; or, 

1% kg. (3.308 pounds) acetate of lead and 4% 
kg. (1.103 pounds) minimum; or, 

1% kg. protoborate of manganese; or, 

1kg. hydroxide of manganese. 

The temperature is not to be raised higher than 
220° C., and a metal-lined thermometer, to be 
carefully dipped in, in order to guard it against 
bursting, is used for measuring. 

After the varnish is ready, it is to be removed 
from the fire, and permitted to clarify, or if the 
kettle is to be used again, its contents are 
emptied into a proper iron vessel. 

The walled furnace (fig. 5), consists of a brick 
foundation, in which is the fire hearth, grate. 
and ash pit, and is covered with a castiron plate 
2 cm. (4-5 inch) stick, with a circular opening in 
its center, for the reception of the kettle. 

The hearth is above 4 feet square, and a little 
more than one foot high: the kettle is of cast- 
iron, enamelled within, equally wide at its 
mouth and bettom, its middle contracted. the 
bottom is concave, not flat. It is about 65 cm. 
high, 45 cm. wide, and of a capacity of about 50 
to 60 kegs. A draught furnace can be placed 
anywhere, but one of these furnaces remains 
stationary, although it is necessary that it should 
standinaroom. A tripod is necessary to ac- 
commodate the kettle, after the varnish has been 
boiled, and when several kettles are employed, 
it is best to have a regular iron frame,with stove 
rings. 

The operation of boiling is the same as that of 
draught furnaces, only,.in order to obtain the 
same quality of product, it is necessary to boil 
for 4 hours at the temperature of 220° C., in 
place of three, as the oil is acted upon by the 
heat from the bottom, and is not enveloped by 
the flames, consequently it will cool quicker. The 
additions are like the preceding, but the varnish 
will result paler than by the preceding method. 

I have stated previously that for an ordinary 
oil varnish in a draught furnace three hours, and 
in a masonry one, four hours are necessary in 
order to produce a quantity of 50 kg. ready ar- 
ticle; to this still be added 144 hours necessary 
for filling and emptying the kettle, as well as the 

time consumed to raise it to boiling heat, and 
about 100 kg. varnish may be manufactured 
in 714 or 9% hours, according to the system pur- 
sued. 

Most suitable is a large kettle 2 m. (6% feet 
high and 1% m. (414 feet) diameter of sheet iron, 
4mm. strong, walled into the fire box, this latter 
being provided with a well drawing chimney- 
The kettle is at its upper edge provided with a 
gutter 4 to 5 cm. wide and of the same depth 
and connected by an escape pipe with a vessel 
standing below for the purpose of leading off the 
oil, in case it should rise, and thus avert any 
danger of conflagration. Further precautionary 
means may be taken in case the kettle stands 
within a building by introducing the fire door 
outside the room and providing an escape pipe 
through the arched ceiling for the vapors evoly- 
ing from the oil.

After the operation 
is ended, 4 kg. chloride of lime to each 50 kg. 
is taken, stirred with water to a thick paste, and 
filtered through blotting paper, when a little 
more water may be added to freshen it. 
This filtered fluid is mixed with a knife-point fall 
of hydroxide of iron, agitated well, and poured 
into the varnish. It is next heated and sustained 
for several hours at a degree of 80 to 100 deg. C. 
(if 10 or 20 deg. more, the frothing will come ata 
terrible rate). In order to prevent a boiling 
over, a portion of cooled varnish must be added 
carefully. It is still better to operate in sucha 
manner that the chloride of lime solution mixed 
with the ferric hydroxide is not poured directly 
into the varnish, but it is better to develop the 
chlorine in a gas apparatus, and then conduct it 
into the varnish in the form of gas—it is advis- 
able to heat the varnish to 90 deg. C. The latter 
is then set aside to clarify.

White Lead, Zincs, Etc. 

Pig lead is not selling except in a jobbing way. 
The marset is a trifle easier and sales of about 
300 tons common have been made at 5 10e, the 
market closing at that price. Refined is dull 
onthe spot, but there has been quite a large 
business in the West the past week, the sales 
aggregating 700 tons at 4 75c. The nominal 
quotation on the spot here is 5 10@53<c. 

White lead in oil is ‘having a fair sale, but 
there are no large transactions reported, buyers 
preferring to take lots as wanted. There is no 
change to be reported in prices, and while the 
market cannot be written firm, corroders will 
not accept less than 634c net. This price will only 
buy large lots, smaller buyers paying 7c net or 
7c, less 1% per cent. In dry lead we find nothing 
of special interest to report. Only small lots find 
sale and for these 6¢c is paid for city and 6 10@ 
6c for Western. 

American oxide of zinc is selling fairly in a job- 
bing way. There is no surplus stock on the 
market and prices consequently are firmly main- 
tained. We continue to quote 4144@4%c for good 
toprime white and 4@4'éc for off color grades 
French zincs are in the usual demand and re- 
main steady at our quotations.

Red is firm and unchanged. Consumers have 
not yet come into market for stock for future re- 
quirements ani as their present necessities are 
being supplied for the most part with lots bought 
previously, the market is quiet. Sales of 20 tons 
are reported at 614c. 

Litharge is firmer. It is reported that the 
manufacturers have entered into an agreement 
to maintain prices, an arrangement similar to 
that which already exists in the red lead mar- 
ket, The demand has been somewhat better 
the past week but is still far from active. Sales 
have been made of 70 tons at 5%@6c, the higher 
figure now being the quotation for large lots. 

Orange mineral presents no special feature of 
interest. There is a fair steady demand for sma!) 
quantities, large lots seldom finding a buyer. The 
market is firm and prices unchanged. We con 
tinue to quote English and German at 734@8c on 
the spot, and the latter 7i¢c to arrive, French at 
12@13¢ as to brand from store, and 11@11c to 
arrive and domestic at 84@¥c according to 
brand and quality.

Vegetable Oils. 

Linseed oil has been somewhat unsettled dur- 
ing the past week owing to fluctuations in the 
price of:eed. Early in the week a firmer feel- 
ing prevailed, and there was less disposition to 
sell at Sc, but toward the close, with a drop of 
about t ree cents in the prive of seed at: hi- 
cago, the firmness disap»earedand freer sales 
were made at 54c. There is an active de. 
mand, but buyers’ views are low, their limit 
for large lots appearing to be S52igc. This 
prive has been repeatedly refused, and a 
bid of 52¢ fer 10,000 ga.lons was not taken. 
With an exceedingly low market for cake, city 
crushers feel that the Cannot aff rd to grant any 
concessions and at the close aemanded 53@54e 
acecordi: g to quentity. Western crushers are 
again offering liberally in the Eust, but have 
been compelled to accept low prices. There 
have been a number of sules of Western vil in 
thix market s nee our last among which was a 
lot of 100 bls at 49c. Yesterday the best bid 
obtainable was 48c, but we did not learn that 
this price was accepted. We understand that a 
State crusher has svild his oil forsome time ahead 
and has withdrawn f:om the market for the 
present. Calcutta se-d oil has a fair steady de- 
mand and remains firm ut 57@58c. 

Rupeseed oil is steadily held upto previous 
quotations. The demand is light and only small 
sales aremaking. We quote 85@87¢c accord- 
ing to quantity. 

Mustard ser d oil is still without special anima- 
tion, consumers buymg only in asmall way to 
supply curreut req sirements. Prices are steady 
and unchanged at 65@68v as to quantity and 
quality. Wenvte sales of 25 bbls strained at 
63. 

Crude cottonseed oil is arriving more free'y 
but most of the lots received were suld previ- 
ously and do not affect the market. There is 
some inquiry, but the views of sellers are con- 
sidered too higk to admit of business. For 
prime néw crude 50@52c i- demanded, but only 
jobbing lots can be pla ed. Our advices from 
the South areto the effect that there is less ex- 
citement in the market there since the mills have 
all begun to crush. Most of the oil now being 
made is being delivered on contracts made some 
time since, at an average price of 43@45c fob 
atthe mills. A good deal of the first oil has 
been sold to the West. ut 45c fob at mill. A 
sale of 500 bbis was made within a 
few days past by a Mississippi crusher ut 44c 
fob at the mill. It is generally believed 
that the mills have all done better with their first 
1500 bbls than they have ever done before. Now 
that buyers have su; plied present requirements 
they are reducing their bids. 

A telegram to the Reporter to-night states 
that a general strike inthe Memphis miils took 
place to day. The mills will start up to-morrow 
(Wednesday) with green hands, and the strikers 
will not be reemployed on any terms. 

Summer yellow cottonseed oil of strictly prime 
quality is difficult to obtain on the spot, the sup- 
ply being light and nearly all controlled by one 
dealer who demands 67ic. The pruspect of a 
lower price this month is not very bright as deal- 
ers have paid about 65c for all the good oil to 
arrive up to the first week of November at least. 
Off grades are offered at 65c and might be 
bought at 6ic@ but the demand seems to be 
for grime oil. From first hands future deliveries 
are offered at 6214@ i5c. as to Gate of shipment. 
Sales ‘hnve been made during the past week of 
250 bbls to urrive at 65c. In the South summer 
yellow for immediate delivery is held at 58@60c 
in 5V to 100 bbl k-ts. There is no stock in New 
Orlvans, deliverable in October, unsold, and the 
prices given above are quoted by second hands, 
The oll now being delivered was sold at 57@60c. 
There ia considerable inquiry for cooking oil, 
which is obtainable with difficulty. 

Winter cottonseed oils are are very firm. 
Presxers are sold ahead, and stock can now be 
obtained from secoud hands only.

Neatsfvot oil is selling to a muderate extent in 
a jobbing way. The market is firm and prices 
unchanged at 70@80¢e for prime as to brand, 67@ 
68c for No. 1, and 55@60 fur No. z 

Sapunified red oil is not in much demand, 
buyers withholding their orders until manufac- 
turers are prepared to accept lower prices. ‘The 
latter do not seem inclined to lower their pre- 
teusions, and still quote 55@57 as to quantity. 

Elaine red oil is moving slowly in a small way. 
The market is steady, the nominal quotations 
remaining 50@52c. 

Manufactured whale oil is held firmly up to 
previous quotations owing to the high cost of 
crude. There is a fair demand, but it does not 
exceed jobbing pruporiions. We repeat our 
quetations of 63c fur natural winter, 65c for 
bleached winter, 61@62c for present make 
natural, and 64@6ic fur present make bleached. 

Manufactured sperm ojl remains firm and un- 
changed. The demand is moderate and of a job- 
bing character, prices being somewhat above 
buyers views. 

Crude menhaden oilis offered more freely on 
the spot, but marufacturers do not appear to be 
anxious seliers, q@vidently looking for better 
prices later on when dealers are pressed for sup- 
ply.

Paraffine oils must still be written quiet. The 
supply of desirable grades is light, and buyers do 
not seem inclined to take the off quality stock 
offering. For prime 28 gravity 1244@13c is real- 
ized in a small way, but there are some oils of- 
fered as 28, but in reality of lower gravity, that 
ean be bought at 104%@11c. The supply of 25 
gravity has been pretty well sold up, and holders 
are now quoting 19@20c, though 18¢ will occa- 
sionally buy.

The dye market in some quarters is reported 
dull and in others fairly active, depending upon 
the dyestugs which are being handled, The 
trade generally is falrly active and staple goods 
are moving in jobbing lots at steady prices.

The Chemistry of Paraffin Oils. 

Mr. Alfred H. Allen, of Sheffield, in his 
Organic Analysis gives the following chapter 
on paraffins, which we reprint from the 
Vil and Colormans Journal: 

CnH2npluse—-(CnH2p plus 1), H. 

The hydrocarbons having the above for- 
mula are known by the generic name of 
paraffins, and may be regarded as the 
hydrides of the monatomic alcohol radi- 
Cals, 

The lower members of the paraffin series 
are permanent gases, the intermediate 
liquids, their viscidity, density, and the 
temperature of ebullition1 rising with each 


1 Normal butane, C4H10, boils at 0 to 1° C., and 
normal pentane, C5H12, at 37 to 39° C., but the 
difference between the boiling points of each 
successive pair of the series decreases by about 
#°C., till it reaches the normal difference of 19° 
C. for each addition of CH2. According to Gold- 
stein, the above expression is not strictly correct. 
As the differe between each successive pair 
of boiling’ po continually decreases, some 
other factor must be involved besides increase 
of molecular weight, Goldstein finds this in the 
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increase in the number of carbon atoms, 
till the paraffin CeoH4e, and the still higher 
homologues are crystalline solids. All the 
members of the series above propane, C3H8, 
are capable of isomeric modification. the 
iso-varieties having somewhat different 
boiling points and densities from the 
normal paraffins; they also yield different 
products on oxidation. Above pbonane, 
the normal and iso-varieties have not been 
sufficiently differentiated. The percentage 
of carbon in pentane is 83.33 per cent, and 
the proportion rises very gradually with 
the number of carbon atoms, candle-paraf- 
fin of the composition C25Hs52 containing 
85-23 per cent of carbon. 

The hydrocarbons of the paraffin series 
are especially characteristic of petroleum. 
in which every known normal member of 
the series has been found, as well as some 
iso-paraffins, 

Parafiins are also contained more or less 
largely in the oils obtained by the distil- 
lation of Boghead and Cannel coal, bitu- 
minous shale, &c., wood, peat, and in 
Menhaden oil. Normal heptane has been 
obtained by Thorpe from the turpentine of 
Pinus Sabiniata.2 By the solution of the 








in a state of approximate purity in the 
liquid obtained by distilling the terebin- 
thinous exudation of the Pinus sabiniata.5 


The higher paraffins reyuire no separate 
description. The chemical and analytical 
characters of the paraffins as a class are 
discussed below. The properties and 
modes of assaying the various liquids con- 
sisting essentially of paraffins, and of 
commercial importance, are described 
under the heads of petroleum, petroleum 
products, and paraffine wax.

Methane, CH4-~=-CH3.H, is the first mem- 
ber of the paraffin series, and constitutes 
the greater part of the gas evolved by the 
decomposition of vegetable matter in 
presence of moisture, whence its name of 
‘marsh gas.” Fire damp also consists 
essentially of methane though smaller 
quantities of ethane and other gases are 
also present, Methane also contitutes the 
greater portion of ordinary illuminating 
gas, and is a constant product of the de- 
structive distillation of organic matter. 

Ethane, C2H6 — C2H5.H or CH3.CH3. 
This gas may be regarded either as ethyl 
hydride or di-methy]. It occurs in admix- 
ture with methane in coal-gas, fire-damp, 
and the permanent gases which escape 
from petroleum wells. 

Propane, C3H3, and Butane, CsH10, 
are met with to a considerable extent in 
petroleum gas. The latter paraffin forms 
the greater part of the petroleum product 
known as *‘cymogene.” 

Pentane, or Amyl Hydride, C5H1i2 — 
C5Hi1.H. This paraffin has a density of 
*645 at 0° C., and boils at 37° to 39° C. It 
occurs, together with isopentane, boiling at 
30°, in the most volatile portions of petro- 
leum spirit, and in the products of the 


chloric or hydrobromic acids and of chloro 
or bromo-substitution products. The par- 
affins are, however, more readily acted on 
by chlorine at their boiling points than ip 
the cold. Cold heptane readily absorbs 
chlorine in diffused daylight, becoming 
yellow. The liquid suddenly become: 
very hot, and evolves torrents of hydro- 
chloric acid. From this point it remains 
colorless, absorbs the chlorine quietly, and 
evolves hydrochloric acid continuously. 
In presence of a little iodine the action 
continues in the dark, but secondary pro- 
ducts are readily formed. 

The substitution-products obtained by 
the action of chlorine or bromine on the 
paraffines reproduce the original bodies 
under the influence of nascent hydrogen, 
and are converted into the corresponding 
alcohols on treatment with alkalies. 
Iodine has no direct action on paraffines, 
but substitution-products contuiniog 
iodine can be obtained by indirect means. 
(Thus, tri-iodo-methane, or iodoform, 
CHCl3 , isa product of the simultaneous 
action of iodine and an alkali on various 
organic bodies, such as alcohol, sugar, 
&c. )

L. Prunier8 finds that bromine absorbs 
nothing from the gas, obtained during 
the first part of the process of dis- 
tilling crude petroleum, but large 
quantities of unsaturated hydro-carbons 
are disengaged when the bottom of the re- 
tort is nearly or quite red hot. Among the 
bodies recognized were the ethylenes from 
Cy Hy to Cs Hio, several members of the 
acetylene __ series, and  crotonylene 
(C, HCy Hs ). Among the solid hydro-car- 
bons recognized were anthracene, pyrene, 
chrysene, flouranthene, acetnaphthene, 
petrocene, and carbopetrocene, 































Paraffias in the vaporous or gascous 
state can be separated from hydrocarbons 
of the ethylene and acetylene series by 
treatment in the dark with excess of brom- 
ine. The paraftines remain unaffected, 












liquid bromine compounds. This plan is 
sometimes employed for determining the 
proportions of olefins in illuminating 
3as, and is also applicable to the determi- 
nation of olefius in mixtures of liquid by- 
drocarbons such as shale oil and petro- 
leum. 













When paraffins are heated with bromine 
and water for some time in sunlight, they 
are converted into bromo-substitution com- 
pounds, half the bromine. which enters 
into reaction being afterwards found as 
1ydrobromic acid. This reaction is pecu- 
liar to paraffins, and ‘may, under favorable 
circumstances, be employed for thetr rec- 
ognition and quantitative determination, 












Liquid paraffins may be separated from 
hydrocarbons of other series by treating 
the mixture first with fuming nitric acid, 
and afterwards with sulphuric acid, avoid- 
ing rise of temperature. Other bodies are 
xidized or converted into nitro-com- 
pounds which remains dissolved by the 
acids or are much less volatile than the un- 
altered paraffines. After washing with 
water, drying over caustic potash, and rec- 
tification over sodium, a distillate of pure 
paraffines is obtained. A practical use of 
this principle is sometimes made in 
analysis.

Stocks ex- | !2 Europe, and made a great many firms believe 
hausted. that the Japanese are exhibiting an amount of 
private enterprise, that has of late to our own 
knowledge, led several European and American 
firms to send out representatives to this country, 
under the impression a business coul be done 
direct with the natives instead of through the 
usual channels, by the intervention of the for- 
eign firms who have been established here ever 
since the country was opened. But those who 
have tried it have no doubt by this found out, 
their mistake. There are many reasons to make 
such a success impossible. In the first place the 
natives have little or no capital, and what little 
they possess isin paper currency; it thus reste 
with the foreign firms established in the country 
to find the necessary capital in specie, wherewith 
to carry on both the import and export trade of 
the country. This being the case it can well be 
understood that commercial firms abroad, in at- 
tempting an encouragement of direct business 
with the natives, and overlooking the real posi- 
tion of the foreign firms who must necessarily 
control the business, can only en4 in failure, and 
by attempting to pass over the heads of those 
who really do the business, will find themselves 
without a market at all. If they wish to push 
their trade there can be no o!}.jection to their 
doing so through the already established chan 
nels, but if they want to do their business direct 
with the small Japanese dealers they cannot ex- 
pect the foreigner to find the capital to enable 
these native dealers to do such direct business. 
In the second place from what we have pointed 
out it will be seen that if a business is to be done 
direct with the natives, credit will have to be 
giventhem. Nowitis the dearly bought expe- 
rience of all those who have had many years* 
dealings with Japanese, that from the very 
nature of the people, the class of which the na- 
tive dealers consist, the want of bankruptcy Jaws 
or established laws of any kind, or of any proper 
courts of justice to administer laws, even if they 
had any, has proved vo merchants doing business 
on the spot that commercial confidence of even 
the most ordinary kind is wanting, and if this is 
so with those of experience gained during many 
years of commercis! rejations, it stands to reason 
that those at a distance would find the attempt a 
hazardous, if not a disastrous one. 


In conclusion, we look forward tee general 
improvement during the Immediate future, and 
we think this the more likely, as it will be ob- 
served from the statistics we have given of sales, 
that there is one redeeming feature in them, viz., 
that while the year 1881 was bad alike for the 
amount of business done and the unprofitable 
nature of same, whereas it will be seen for the 
first six months of the present year, while in 
many articles better prices have been obtained, 
the real improvement consists in a much larger 
volume of business being done; in many instances

goods and heavy chemicals genc rally. Our busi- 
ness in caustic soda has been principally in de 

livery of old contracts, and at present there is 
Mittle demand at'our quotations. The total de- 
livery for the year ending 3lst December, 1881, 
was 1000 drums, and deliveries for the first half 
of the present year are 590 drums; stocks at 
present are light and estimated at 300 drums. 
Soda ash is very dull of sale at quotations. Bi- 
carb. soda has met with a good demand and is 
now salable at our quotations. Deliveries for 
ast year were 3950 cwt and 5000 cwt for first 
half of this year, showing a considerable increase 
inthe demand. This is principally owing to the 
failure of the government in their attempts to 
manufacture the articleinthe country. Chlorate 
potash, owing to the failure of some of the 
match makers, has considerably declined in de- 
mand and prices have been very unsatifactory to 
importers for many months. Total deliveries for 
the year 1881 were 3000 cwt and for this year to 
the 30th of June only 810 cwt. There is little or 
no inquiry at present. Cream of tartar is in- 
quired for and with little orno stock on hand, 
the demand this year much exceeding the past 
one. In 1881, 5000 lbs only were delivered as 
against 7400 lbs for the first half of the present 
year. ‘'artaric acid hae also during the past six 
months met with a good inquiry, and we have 
lately made sales at 65 cents to arrive in 1 lb bot- 
tles; 15,000 Ibs were delivered during 1881, and 
14,300 for the first six months of the present 
year, showing a considerable increase in this 
trade. Citrate of magnesia has sold to a consid- 
erable extent and inquiries still exist for it jn 1 
1b bottles at 33 cents, and we have made sales of 
4 oz bottles at $1.10 per dozen; 10,000 lbs was 
the extent of last year’s sales and 8500 lbs for 
the six months ending 30th June this year. 
Bleaching powder has been exceedingly scarce 
and owing to the outbreak of cholera has realized 
extreme prices. Owing to the difficulty of ob- 
taining freight it is now imported in lead lined 
cases only. Bichromate potash has been totally 
neglected; the high prices asked by makers in 

Europe has almost brought this business to an 
end. Soda crystals are salable and we have to 
report small sales of China clay, whiting, ete. 
Chemicals—Glacial acetic acid has been slow 

of sale, and sales of small parcels are diffi- 
cult to make at anything over 40 cents. Car- 
bolic acid, which has been a drug in the market 
for the last two years, has met with a consider- 
able amount of attention, owing to the cholera 
epidemic now raging here. It has risen from 25 
cents to 40 cents per lb, in 1 1b glass stoppered 
bottles, and sales have been made to the extent 
of 30,000 Ibs, but stocks are still estimated at 
over 50,000 Ibs, which will be more than enough 
for all requirements. We cannot recommend 


our friends to ship. Quinine has shown no ex- 
citement; stocks on hand are estimated at 
11,500 ozs. of all kinds. The sales for last year

Morphia has not been a sat- 
sfactory article to importers for a long time, as 
a great deal of the business has been done by 
weak holders and needy sellers, that has kept 
prices always down to cost or less. Prospects, 
however, bave been a little better of late, with 
more chance of doing a legitimate business. The 
sales for last year were 5000 ozs, and this year 
up to 80th June 3200 ozs.

Iodide potassium—Our market 
for this has entirely collapsed. When the news 
arrived here of the fall in Europe, some of the 
German importers weat rushing around offering 
to accept Indents from the dealers at little bet- 
ter than cost price, even at the reduced quota- 
tion, and the result was the natives readily 
bought at $1.85 per Ibin 1 lb bottles, to the ex- 
tent of over 13,000 lbs, which as only 6500 Ibs 
were sold during the whole of last year and 7350 
lbs forthe first half of this year, we have more 
than 12 months supply on hand, and prospects 
of any profitable business are at an end for a 
longtime tocome. It is now unsalable at any 
price. Chloroform has been in steady demand 
and we have imported nearly the whole of the 
supplies. There is still a fair demand at our quo- 
tations, but stock to arrive is more than enough 
for present requirements.

virtues in this respect, or whether it is in any 
way superior to the remedies of this kind already 
ip use here, remains to be proved. A physician 
to one of the Liverpeol hospitals has promised 
to determine this point. 


Almasca.—This substance received in sau- 
sage-shaped masses of about 12 inches in length 
and 2 to 3 inches in diameter and covered 
with dried leaves, is evidently a_ species 
of elemi, but it differs in appearance 
and in some of its characters from the elemi of 
commerce, from the Brazilian elemi of the Han- 
bury collection and also from that of Dr. Pereira 
at Bloomsbury Square. Except thatit is more 
recent, and therefore much softer, it more near- 
ly resembles the Brazilian elemi of Martin’s col- 
lection, and Mr. Holmesis of the opinion that 
it is produced by the same species, probably by 
Icica heptophylla. It comesfrom the same dis- 
trict as gum angico, but without any particulars 
of itsuse there. The term almasca indicates 
mastic; but from this it differs very materially. 
It is a soft grey looking resin, with whitish crys- 
talline masses diffused more or less frequently 
through it, and possesses an aromatic, fragrant 
and somewhat penetrating odor. Choloform, 
ether, and absolute alcohol dissolve it without 
the application of heat; it also dissolves 
in boiling spirits of wine, specific gravity 
.0838; but at ordinary temperatures; this 
breaks it up into a thick milky looking 
liquid, dissolving only 65 per cent., the ‘re- 
maining portion corresponding in its various 
characters with the substance known as amyrin. 
This may be purified by solution in boiling recti- 
fied spirit, from which on cooling it separates in 
white crysta:line masses. 

Fluckiger and Hanbury examined Manila elemi 
and found it to contain 20 per cent. only of this 
substance. ‘ ‘hey also obtained ‘by distillation as 
much as 10 per cent. of a volatile oil which, ex- 
amined with Wild's polaristrobometer, was 
fonnd to be strongly dextrogyrate; whilst a 
sample of oil ofelemi examined by H. St. Claire 
Deville was found to be strongly levogyrate. I 
have distilled a portion of this substance and 
have only obtained 7.3 per cent. of a colorless 
volatile oil, with an odor reminding une of fen- 
nel, and which corresponds with that of the 
‘Pharmacographia’ in that it is soluble in bisul- 
phide of carbon and gives a deep orange color 
with strong sulphuric acid, but on careful exami- 
nation found it to be opticaily inactive. 

Elemi is at present little used in medicine, 
but it seems to possess properties worth the at- 
tention of the medi.al profession and pharma- 
cists. 

Guassatunga.—On a recent visit to the south of 
Brazil Mr. Joseph Hallewell found in use there a 
popular native remedy for snake-bite in the form 
of an alcoholie tincture of a golden yellow color, 
put up in small bottles, with a label in Portu- 
guese as follows: ‘‘Para mordedeura de cobras e 
outros animaes veneno. Tomasse uma gota em 
uma colher d’agua de 10 em 10 minutos de 2 ou 
de 4em 4 horas conforme a gravidade de caso. 
nas criancas metade ou menos. Sobra as morde- 
dura couservase panos embebidos em 4 colheres 
d’agua com 10 gotas.”” Thus in Erglish: “For 
the bites of snakes and other venomous reptiles.

The drugs which I desire to bring before the 
notice of this meeting are three in number, and, 
although practically unknown in this country, I 
trust they will not be found altogether devoid of 
interest. They have been received under the 
respective names of “Resin de Angico,"’ ‘“Al- 
“Guassatunga.’’ The two former 
are products of the district of Maranham in the 
north of Brazil (the locality from whence we ob- 
ain the finest copaiba balsam), the latter comes 
from the South, and was obtained in the neigh” 


Resin de Angico.—This is not a resin but a gum, 
of a deep brownish red color, translucent, and 
Tt oc- 
curs in pieces of from one to three ounces in 
weight, some of which have portions of bark at- 
In the “Formalario on Gui 
it is mentioned as 

Angicon, and is 
chest complaints, 
astringent 
Holmes has identified it with a 


specimen in the Museum of the Pharmaceutical 
Society, and has kindly furnished me with the 
small piece of bark which accompanies the 
specimen of gum. The pieces are very tough, 
but when broken up and dried at 212 deg. for 
some hours it loses 12 per cent of moisture, and 
can then be readily reduced to fine powder. When 
added to twice its weight of water it forms a 
thick semi-solid magma, and when this quantity 
of water is increased to eight times its weight, 
less than one-half dissolves, forming a reddish- 
brown mucilage with a slightly acid reaction; 
the remaining jelly-like mass becomes liquid on 
the addition of a little caustic alkali, thus resem- 
bling tragacanth more nearly than it does gum 
almost 
completely as it does in water. The aqueous so- 
lution is rendered turbid by the addition

One drop to be taken in a spoonful of water 
every ten minutes for two or four hours accord- 
ing to the severity of the case, for children half 
or less. Mix 10 drops in four spoonfuls of water 
in this soak a cloth and apply to. the bite or 
wound.”* 

Assuming this to be a remedy of some amount 
of activity, Mr. Hallewell procured a small 
quantity of casca de guassatunga, the bark from 
which this tincture is prepared. It is the 
produce of a tree inhabiting the borders of 
Uruguay and occurs in pieces of from2 to 4 
inches in length, from 1 to 2 inches in width and 
1-16 in thickness, hard and breaking with a short 
non-fibrous fracture. It is of a fawn color with 
greenish-brown tint diffused irregularly over it, 
paler on the outer than on the inner surface and 
posseses a slightly bitter taste. 


Treated with ether it ylelas a bright green 
resinous substance; with alcohol a golden yellow 
tincture is obtained, and the marc infused in 
water yields a brown liquid, which 
on evaporation produces a dark brown 
extract. Altogether this treatment removes 24 
per cent. of its original weight. This tincture, 
treated with the usual reagents, gave character- 
istic indications of the presence of an alkaloid, 
and I have, in fact, been able to separate a smail 
quantity of such a body in a crystalline form, 
but only sufficient for examination with the 
microscope. On the receipt of a further supply 
I hope by the aid of medical friends to determine 
more exactly its physiological action and also to 
make a further investigation of it chemically.
